The socialist national convention tn the 
last two minutes of ite existence yesterday 
gave itself a shock which some of its members 
will remember as long as they live. 

The socialist national convention placidly 
and unanimously adopted a resolution pledg- 
ing the party to the absolute prohibition of 
the manufacture or sale of intoxicating 
liquors. A few minutes later a vigilant dele- 
gate from Milwaukee discovered the horrible 
mistake, and warned the comrades in a most 
Cramatic manner of what they had done. 
All previous records were immediately broken 


versed its action. 

All day the delegates listened to and fought 
over committee reports, and when, early in 
the evening, the report of the Finnish trans- 
lator was brought on and was seen to be a 
voluminous work, a motion was made and 
unanimously carried that it be adopted with- 
cut reading and without discussion. 


Doubter Startles Comrades. 

Comrade Victor Berger of Milwaukee, how- 
ever, remembered thatthe Finnish element in 
the party is enthusiastic on the prohibition 
question and hastened to scan the report for 
objectionable recommendations.

Reported in Bulletin of Chicago

After declaring that there are fewer cases 
of scarlet fever and diphtheria in Chicago 


than in other large cities, the board of 


health, through its weekly bulletin, says that 
there are more cases than there should be. 

‘* These diseases are wholly preventable. 
and therefore should be entirely stamped 
out,“ says the bulletin. They persist chiefly 
for the reason that parents lack the proper 
knowledge and do not exercise the proper 
care of the convalescing child. It ig to the 
cenvalescing child that the greatest danger 
attaches—they are the chief spreaders of in- 
fection.”* 

The medical inspectors of schools examined 
6,873 schoolchildren last week and excluded. 
274. or 4 per cent, on account of contagious 
diseases.

William Jennings Bryan helped 12, 000 Nor- 
wegians celebrate their national holiday yes- 
terday afternoon at a pionic in Brand's park, 
Elston and Belmont avenues. It was the 
conclusion of two days of festivities in com. 
memoration of the ninety-fourth anniversary 
of the adoption of the Norwegian oonstitu- 
tion. 

Mr. Bryan talked to the Norwegians in 
English and Municipal Judge Oscar M. Tor- 
ron spoke in their native tongue. The dem- 
ocratic candidate for the presidency re- 
frained from any but the most delicate al- 
husions to partisan politics. 

The candidate's delicacy, however, won & 
popular demonstration in his honor at the 
close of his speech. He praised the native 
land of his hearers and put into words the 
debt of America to Norway for the strong, 
healthy stock and the sound ideas brought 
tp this shore. 


Words Heard by 5,000. . 

Mr. Bryan spoke from the stage of a small 
agnphitheater which was crowded with the 
members of the league’s committee, headed 
by President Birger Osland, Chairman An- 
drew Hummeland, and H. A. Haugan, presi- 
dent of the State Bank of Chicago. Thecan- 
didate was in good voice, and his words were 
heard by nearly 5,000 persons who stoed 
crowded about the stand. After his address 
Mr. Bryan submitted to a deal of photo- 
graphing, and then strolled about the 


grounds, guagded by the committee and ten 


city patrolmen. 

The candidate looked in on the turbulent 
sea of dancers in the pavilion, was introduced 
by John J. Sonsteby to a Norwegian lase in 
native dress of flaming red embroidered in 
rich worsteds, and wound up at a dinner 
given by the committee in the café. Then he 
was driven away in time to catch a 5:30train 
for Philadelphia, to attend the peace confer- 
ence. Tomorrow he is to address the Metho- 
dist Episcopal conference in Baltimore. 


Knows Norway’s Beauties. 

“Some time ago it was my privi to 
visit your native land and therefore I 
its deauties, said Mr. Bryan by way of 
introduction. I visited many countries and 
saw much wonderful scenery which I always 
Was comparing with what we have in this 
country. ‘I saw mountains in Asia twice as 
high as ours. I saw rivers as great as ours. 
But when I saw the flords of Norway there 
were no other flords with which I could 
compare them. 

Then I journeyed north to the land of 
the midnight sun. I tell you, you Norsemen 
are a wonderful race. Joshua, you know, 
only made the sun stand still far a little ‘ 
while. But you Norsemen keep it from 
setting for several months. 

“As to the quality of the land, I have 
only to say that I don’t wender the Norwe- 
gians prefer our broad prairies when it 
comes to farming. I don’t know how they 
manage to live over there unless it is on 
fish, for I-saw very little tillable land 1 
recall that we once had seven kinds of fish 
at one meal and five kinds of cheese. 

Mr. Bryan said he pad acquired in many 
waye a high regard for the Norwegians. 


Tells of America’s Debt. 


Then the speaker began to enumerate 
many blessings for which America is in- 
Gebted to the old world. Ideas, he said, were 
ihe most valuable heritage of the new world 
from the old. 

I am glad the tariff laws cannot shut out 
ideas, he exclaimed. The idea is the most 
valuable thing that can travel from nation 
to nation. These peoples coming here bring 
ideas with them and we are enriched year 
after year. This is what gives America an 
America 
like a city on a hill, whose influence is 
wider than that of any other. 

“ Europe has sent us skilled laborers in 
every department of industry. You will find 


in every industry that we are largely 1d. 


debted for knowledge and skill to the ideas 
brought from the old world. There is no 
occupation, in fact, in which you will not find 
the citizen of foreign birth or parentage a 
leader, 

Some people think that a public leader 
thinks for the people. That is a mistake. A 
leader thinks with the people. So our people 
and their leaders have taken the ideas of gov- 
ernment from foreign countries and devel- 
oped them on this soil far beyond what would 
have been possible on their native sod. We 
obtained our ideas of free speech and a free 
press from abroad. And you cannot have 

‘rant y when the people are free to speak out 
and denounce the law.“

The order then 
was called the Nlinole Catholic Order of 


Fraternity’s Rapid Growth. 

John F. Scanian was chosep first high 
chief ranger and held the office until 1888, 
when he was succeeded by Prof. John P. 
Lauth. At this time the order had litle 
over 5,000 members. Soon afterward the 
name Illinois was dropped and subordinate 
courts were established in Wisconsin and 
Canada. Polish, French, German, and Ital- 
lan courts were instituted ant the member- 
ship more than doubled in the next two years. 

During the two following years under High 
Chief Ranger P..J. Cahill the membership 
again doubled. Mr. Cahill was followed by 
John C. Schubert, who, in 1804 gave place 
to Thomas H. Cannon, who has held the office 
continuously ever since.
